They 
write from Buda of the sith that the Lieutenant 
General which commands in Vicegrad, had fent 
thither a Sergeant and 5 Common Soldiers, who be- 
long'd to B-rezeni’s own Regiment: ail fix of them 
are Germans. and voluntarily deferted to us: they 
laid rhey could not exprefs co how great Mifery the 
Troops of the Rebels were reduc’d; infomuch that 
the very Hungarians left them in great Numbers, 
and return’d to their own Homes. They farther re- 
ported thar all the Germans who were among them, 


‘intended to do the like, and go over to the Impe- 


rialifts, whenever they had an Opportunity, though 
they were ail of them well cloath’d and mounted : 
but they imputed the Caufe of this general difcon- 
tent ro their ill Pay, and chiefly to rhe Brafs Money, 
of which the whole Country was full: Nay, the 
Rebels were putting anew Stamp upon ir, which 
was to raife it to double the prefent value. There 
was no Silver Coin to be feen ; and fearce any thing 
could be bought for the Brafs, which occafion'd 
gteat Murmurings and freqvent Diforders ; which 
made the Iahabitants of the Kingdom long for 
Peace: and the Chiefs of rhe Rebels footh’d them 
with the Hopes of ir, tho’ thofe Chiefs themfelves 
do not feem to be really difpos’d to ir.

The Rebels rendring it very unfafe for 
the Peafants to work in the Vineyards, 30 Men from 
Peft plec’d themfelves in Ambuth fog them in the 
Night, in the Valley of St. Paul, but they having 
notice of ir,retic’d in time to Scambeck. They had ad- 
vice at Peftthat Sekeres was gone with his Regiment 
to Vefprino, to mufter there, and that before the In- 
habitants of Buda and Peft could begin their Vin- 
tages, he would return with more Regiments of 
Rebels, to take Revenge of them for their having 
with fcorn refus’d to pay to Bothiani the Money he 
demanded of them for Leave to get.in their Vintages. 
Our Letters from Tranfylvania affure us,that Major 
General the Baron de Tige with 600 Horfe, having 
fallen on 3000 of the Rebels Horfe near Claufem- 
bourg, put them ro flight, above 300 of them 
being kill’d on the Spot, and above 80 taken Pri- 
foners, whom our Troops drought into Hermanftat
